$100,000,000 U. S. LOAN FUND 
OPENED TO WHEAT GROWERS 


Farmers Not Getting Enough for Grain, Legge 
says — Money Will Enable Them to 
Hold Their Crop. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—A $100,000,- 
000 fund was placed at the disposal 
of the American wheat farmer to- 
day, to be lent out by the Federal] 
Farm Board through the newly 
organized Farmers’ National Grain 
Corporation. , 

The Farm Board, through Chair- 
man Alexander Legge, announced 
its plans for making immediately 
available this fund to aid wheat 
farmers who, Legge said, at pres- 
ent were getting too low a price for 


their grain. Under this plan, the 
grain farmers will be able to hold 
their crop until prices are more 
satisfactory, meantime borrowing 
from the Nationa! Grain Corpora- 
tion to meet obligations, 

The board, Legge said, places no 
limit on the amount of money the 
Government will lend to wheat 
farmers. 

He said nearly $100,000,000 was 
available now and if necessary the 
board would ask Congress to ap- 
propriate more. 


CITY SUFFERS PAPER 
LOSS OF $300,000 
ON TROLLEY SHARES 


Stock It Accepted at 80 in 
Payment of Mill Tax Drops 
to 60. 


The City’s action in accepting 
Public Service Co. 7 per cent pre- 
ferred stock in lieu of a cash set- 
tlement of the mill tax judgment 
18 months ago, again aroused cri- 
ticism in the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday as a result of the recent 
decline in stock values. 

“When we took the stock I re- 
ferred to it as the ‘city’s white ele- 
phant,’” said Alderman Wimmer. 
“Now it is only ‘skin and bone.’ I 
thought it would be a burden on 
our hands and so it has proved to 
be. If we had taken the cash set- 
tlement. we would have been able 
to afford stone instead of wooden 
steps on the new Civil Courts 
Building.” 

“I consider it gambling with city 
funds,” said Alderman  Riefling. 
“It established a precedent which 
we should never follow again.” 

In February, 1928, the city had 
the choice between $800,000 cash 
and 16,212 shares of preferred 
stock in settlement of a $2,400,- 
000 claim. It accepted the stock: 
then worth $80 a share in the mar- 
ket or about $1,300,000. Company 
officers predicted the shares would 
touch 100. Instead it lingered 
around 80. Comptroller Nolte sold 
400 shares at 83 a year ago and 
held the rest. Following the recent 
sweeping decline, ,esterday’s bid 
price was 60. On the basis of 60. 
the city’s shares are worth about 
$1,000,000, a paper loss of $300,- 
000 which is partially offset by 
dividends of $165,000 which have 
been received. 


BERENGARIA’S BROKERAGE 
OFFFICE MADE 15,000 SALES 


Crash on Stock Market Causes Pas- 
sengers to Place Flood 
of Orders. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—The sea- 
going brokerage office on the liner 
Berengaria which arrived yester- 
day reported it had reflected the 
collapse of stocks on the New York 
Exchange yesterday. 

On Wednesday the 1414 passen- 
gers on the ship were somewhat 
dazed by the stock reces- 
sions, but the jolt of yesterday cre- 
ated intense excitement and trad- 
ing aboard became sharp. 

The brokerage office in the first 
cabin was crowded Wednesday aft- 
ernoon when gloomy quotations 
were being picked up by radio, but 
on Thursday the deck space to 
one side of the ship was used by 
passengers unable to get into the 
office. 

Trading Wednesday was slight, 
but when the reaction set in yes- 
terday transactions increased and 
it was stated that sales numbered 
15.000. All were buying rather 
than selling after favorite stocks 
had touched bottom and were on 
the rebound. 


12 DEATHS IN ARGENTINA

PANTAGES CASE 
ISGIVEN TO JURY; 
HE IS IN GUSTODY 


Theater Man, Who Had 
Been Out on _ Bond, 
Guarded in His Home 
When Deliberations Begin

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 26.— 
Under guard, the jury in the case 
of Alexander Pantages, theatcr 
multimillionaire, accused of at- 
tacking Eunice Pringle, youthful 
dancer, resumed its deliberations 
today. 

The case went to the jury late 
yesterday. 

Two Deputy Sheriffs held Pan- 
tages a virtual prisoner in his own 
home pending the decision of the 
jury. 

District Attorney Buron Fitts 
closed the State’s case with a re- 
view of the testimony and de- 
scribed the defense tactics as 
“born of desperation.” 

Defense Attorney Gilbert made 
the final plea for Pantages, de- 
claring the story of the attack as 
told by Miss Pringle from the wit- 
ness stand was “absurd” and 
“physically impossible.” 

Three Possible Verdicts. 

In his instructions to the jury 
Judge Fricke said any one of three 
verdicts could be returned. He said 
Pantages could be found not guil- 
ty. guilty with a recommendation 
for a county jail sentence, or guilty 
with a recommendation for a 
State prison sentence. 

If a verdict of guilty with rec- 
ommendation for the county jali is 
returned, a maximum sentence of 
one year may be imposed, but if 
the sentence must be served in the 
State prison the maximum is 60 
years, the term to be set by the 
Prison Board after six months has 
been served.

Hawes Urges Retention of 
American Valuation for 


Coal Tar Products as. 


Protective Measure.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—At the 

end of its first week of tariff rate- 

making, the Senate today calctilat- 


ed its chances of reaching a final 
vote on the Smoot-Hawley bill be- 
fore the close of the special session. 

On the basis of what has already 
been accomplished, it found the 
prospects not encouraging. The 
halfway point in the first schedule 
of the measure has yet to be reaced 
and 14 others await consideration. 

The Senate's work today began 
with committee amendments to the 
forty-third of the 98 paragraphs of 
the chemical, oll and paints sched- 
ule. When committee amendments 
to all paragraphs have been dis- 
posed of, the whole schedule must 
be gone through again for amend- 
ments by individual Senators. 

Today's debate embraced the 
vegetable and animal oil and fat 
sections—one section including the 
controversy over rates on cocoanut 
oil. 

Members of the farm group con- 
tend that low rates on this oil! pre- 
sent undue competition to the cot- 
tonseed oll industry. 

23 Amendments in Day. 

Though prospects for a new tariff 
bill at the special session seemed 
gloomy, the record number of 23 
amendments were approved yes- 
terday. 


Most of the proposals were of a 
secondary nature, with considera- 
tion of the important dye para- 
graphs deferred. 

In the van of the usual week- 
end statements on the bill was one 
by Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, through the Democratic 
National Committee. in which he 
predicted that the bill when passed 
would carry substantial rate reduc- 
tions on manufactures and largely 
increased rates on agricultural 
products. 

Senator McKellar said that it 
would contain the farm debenture 
proposal, the amendment providing 
for a consumer's counsel before the 
Tariff Commission, and the Sim- 
mons-Norris amendment “taking 
the power over the flexible provi- 
sions from the President and giving 
it to Congress.” 

Also, he expressed the opinion 
that “the bill may not contain as 
many special benefits for preferred 
interests as the President and a Re- 
publican old guard Congress may 
wish to see formulated, but it will 
provide enough selected favors for 
the special interests to insure its 
passage by a Republican Con- 
gress.” 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, made a vigorous plea for 
the increase in duty on cellulose 
sheets. He argued it was an in- 
fant industry in this country and 
the prospects were for a greater 
utilization of the commodity in 
windshields and safety glasses of 
all descriptions. Germany, he said, 
already controlled one-third of the 
domestic market. 

Relating how an_ explosion in 
New York had overturned street 
cars and hurled passengers through 
the windows, cutting them serious- 
ly, Senator Copeland (Dem.), of 
that State, who is a physician, said 
the question involved in this duty 
was one of “life and Iimb” and if 
he had his way he would compel 
all vehicles for hire to be equipped 
with the non-shattering zlaas. 

Speech by Hawes, 

While debate on the coal tar 
products sections was postponed, 
Senator Hawes (Dem.), Missouri, 
made an urgent plea for retention 
of the use of American valuation 
on which duties on these oroducts 
now are based, Senator Copeland 
advocated scrapping of this rate 
base, 

Copeland said the basing of these 
duties on American instead of for- 
eign valuation was a discrimina- 
tion. because they were the only 
products on which the American 
valuation formula applied. He 
added that medicines made from 
coal tar chemicals had increased 
considerably in price since the war 
and that it was in the Interest of 
the public that the protection be 
reduced. 


Clemenceau and Poincare Better. 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—Both Raymond 
Poincare and George Clemenceau, 
former French Premiers were {!m- 
proved today. Members of Clemen- 
ceati's entourage sald he passed a 
good night. Poincare’s physiicans 


issued a bulletin reading: “His 
condition is most satisfactory.”

NCW STORY TOLD 
UF GIRL'S KILLING 
UF STEPFATHER 


Two Witnesses Say Road- 
house Keeper Fired When 
William Zaruba Refused 
to Give Up Papers. 


REPORT VICTIM 
LAUGHED AT PISTOL 


Beating of Mother Given 
‘by Helen Vachuda as 


Cause for Slaying at 
Barnhart, Mo. 


Miss Helen Vachuda, 20-year-old 
former St. Loulsan, who wears 
men's clothes and conducts a road- 


house, shot and killed her step- 
father Tuesday night because he 
refused to surrender some papers, 
according to statements obtained 
by St Louis police. 

This contradicts Miss Vachuda’s 
story that she shot to save her 
mother from a beating. The shoot- 
ing, as has been told, took place 
in the house at Barnhart, Jeffer- 
son County, where the stepfather. 
William Zaruba, 48, a former sol- 
dier, lived with his thrice-married 
wife, Antonia. 

“T never did Hke your damned 
husband, anyway,” Miss Vachuda 
is quoted as telling her mother aft- 
er disposing of her stepfather with 
one bullet to the heart. 

The new version of the killing 
comes from Adrian and Clyde 
Slaten, brothers, 3413 North Ninth 
street. In her talks with Jefferson 
County authorities, Miss Vachuda 
mentioned the Slaten — brothers. 
Questioned by Police Capt. Kirk. 
the brothers related this story: 

Tuésday they and Miss Vachuda 
drove from St. Louis to “Helen's 
Place,” the roadhouse conducted by 
the young woman at Imperial, Mo. 
Mrs. Zaruba was there and com- 
plained that her husband, visiting 
the roadhouse earlier in the day 
and finding a bread salesman 
there, accused her of misconduct 
and beat her. Miss Vachuda ad- 
vised her mother to leave Zaruba., 
The four then drove to the Zaruba 
home to obtain Mrs. Zaruba’s 
clothes, 

The four entered the house and 
were greeted cordially by Zaruba. 
The young woman introduced 
Adrian as her fiance. Drinks were 
served. Miss Vachuda gathered 
her mother’s clothes and suggested 
that Zaruba reimburse her for a 
chair he had broken at the road- 
house while beating his wife. 

“You can have that chair you're 
sitting on,” replied Zaruba, a 
powerfully built blacksmith, and 
he proceeded to lift the chair 
with the girl sitting on ft. 

As he stooped to carry out his 
jest, papers buiged from _ his 
pocket, including a book showing 
bread deliveries at the roadhouse. 
For some reason, Miss Vachuda 
demanded the papers, Zaruba re- 
fused to surrender them. Helen 
pulled a revolver from the waist- 
band of her sailor breeches. Za- 
ruba laughed. “Go ahead and 
shoot,” he said stretching out his 
hands. His stepdaughter shot and 
he fell dead. 

This stdry was related by the 
Slaten brothers after they had fled 
to St. Louis. Miss Vachuda is in 
jail at Hillsboro, Mo., charged 
with murder, and her mother is 
held as an accessory. Their story 
is that Zaruba was striking his 
wife and was shot when he re- 
fused to stop. 

A hearing will be held at Hilils- 
boro, Nov. 165.

Caraway made nis stutement 
after presenting a report to the 
Senate from the committce detail- 


ing circumstances of the “.oan” by; 


the Connecticut manufacturers of 
Charles L. Eyanson to ass‘'st Bing- 
ham in work on the linance Com- 
mittee in framing the tariff bili. 

“In view of the extracrdinary 
circumstances cttending this trans- 
action,” the Arkansas Senxutor said, 
“it was felt by the committee that 
it was its duty to ca's tu tre atten- 
tion of the Senate immediately the 
information obtained. [t seemed 
to the committee thst the transac- 
tion was beneath the dignity of the 
Senate and that it would tend to 
shake the confidence oi the Ameri- 
can public in the |i-tegrity of the 
legislation.” 

Thinks Bingham Was Aprzrvached. 

Caraway glso disclosed for the 
first time that the :ommiitee had 
reason to believe Bingnam was 
first approached by the as-cciation 
relative to their giving hin: assist- 
ance, although the records show 
Bingham first asked for a “loan” 
of a man. 

A resolution proposed by Cara- 
way on the Department of Com- 
merce to report all dollar-a-year 
men on its payroll was adopted 
without discussion. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
said one of the employes of the 
Connecticut Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, Joseph E. Wuichet, testi- 
fied he was a dollar-a-year man, 
for- the Commerce Department,’ 
Walsh asserted this was unlawful. 

Senator Bingham sat silent and 
alone as Caraway and then Walsh 
reviewed his relations with the 
manufacturers. 

Caraway said neither Charles 
Eyanson. $10,000 assistant to the 
president of the Connecticut Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, who was 
“loaned” to Bingham, nor Wuichet 
“can read their testimony before 
the committee without a blush of 
shame touching their cheek.”’ 

“Neither witness was candid,” 
he added. 

Recalling the memorandum 
written by Wuichet showing he had 
information about the secret rate 
making sessions of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee on the tariff bill. 
Senator Caraway said “he got that 
information from Eyanson.” Wui- 
chet told the committee he couldn't 
recall where he got the informa- 
tion. 

No One Speaks in Defense. 

“I wanted to show that there 
was some one down here pretend- 
ing to give out valuable informa- 
tion.” continued Caraway, “and 
that somebody was the pald lobby- 
ist of the Connecticut Manufactur- 
ers’ Association.” 

No one arose to the defense of 
Senator Bingham and when Sen- 
ators Caraway and Walsh had con- 
cluded, Chairman Smoot of the Fi- 
nance Committee, called for a vote 
on the next amendment to the 
pending tariff bill. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
asserted “‘the shadow of the Con- 
necticut manufacturers runs across 
every schedule of this bill and it 
will continue to grow larger.” 

“It’s bad enough,” he said, “to 
have politics in tariff making but 
it’s infinitely worse to have a co- 
partnership between business and 
the tariff.” 

The committee also reported that 
it “questions the propriety of the 
utilization of the funds of a rail-

BELL FROM CRUISER ST. LOUIS 
GIVEN TO NAVAL RESERVE 


Now on Display at City Hall, it 
Will Be Taken to Armory. * 

The ship’s bell of the Navy 
cruiser St. Louis, out of service 
since 1922, has been turned over to 
the local battalion of the Naval Re- 
serve by the Navy. It has been 
placed on display temporarily at 
City Hall, on the landing of the 
marble stairway in the rotunda, 
Later, it will be moved to the Naval 
Reserve Armory, foot of Ferry 
street. The bell, of bronze, weighs

Launched in 1906, the cruiser 
saw its first service with the Pa- 
cific fleet, sailing from Hampton 
Roads to San Francisco by way of 
the Straits of Magellan to join 
in a two-year cruise to Hawall., 
Samoa, the Fiji Islands and neigh- 
boring groups.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 26.—De- 
termination to deal “vigorously 
with every violation of the anti- 
trust laws’ was expressed last night 
by Attorney-Genera! Mitchell in 
his first public utterance since tak- 
ing office, on the Justice Depart- 


ment’s attitude toward these laws. 

Speaking before the American 
Bar Association, Mitchell said ‘‘our 
material prosperity has been s0 
overwhelming, our business insti- 
tuitions have been increasing in size 
and number with such leaps and 
bounds, that I fear there nas been 
a disposition here and there to go 
too far and transgress the law.” 

He added that “the machinery 
of some trade associations seems 
to have been made use of for 
transactions that come dangerously 4 
near to price-fixing.” 

Other Major Problems. 

Turning to what he described as 
the Department's other two major 
problems—prison improvement and 
enforcement of the _ prohibition 
laws—the Attorney-General said 
an extensive program to improve 
prisons had been drafted and await- 
ed Congressional approval, and ef- 
forts are being made to strengthen 
the dry laws while awaiting the 
teport of President Hoover’s law 
enforcement commission. 


Activities in this connection, he 
pointed out, were based on im- 
provement of the personnel and 
efficiency of United States attor- 
neys to obtain prosecurtors “who 
may be depended upon to admin- 
ister their offices free from  ex- 
traneous influence, political or 
otherwise; speeding up the opera- 
tions of Federal Courts trying 
liquor cases; and transfer of the 
prohibition unit from the Treasury 
Department to the Department of 
Justice, which must be approved 
by Congress. 


He also indicated that selection 
of a successor to Mrs, Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, who resigned 
as Asstistant ,Attorney-General in 
charge of prohibition, had been 
made and that an announcement 
would be forthcoming “in the netr 
future.” 


Withheld Comment Pending Study. 

Despite much pressure, the At- 
torney-General said he had avoided 
until now discussion of the poli:zies 
to be followed by the department 
in regard to the antitrust laws. 
pending a study. 

“The department’s program of 
law enforcement does not make any 
exception of the antitrust laws,” he 
continued. 


Pointing out that these laws are 
founded on the proposition § that 
“avenues of industrial opportunity 
must be kept open as far as pos- 
sible to the initiative of the individ- 
ual citizen,” he added that the al- 
ternative is bureaucratic regulation 
and “until the political philosophy 
underlying the present antitrust 
laws has been abandoned by Con- 
gress, it will be the duty of the At- 
torney-General to enforce these 
laws, and we shall undertake to do 
this without prejudice and with 
fairness, but with firmness.” 

In announcing that passing on 
the legality of business deals in ad- 
vance would be discontinued, ex- 
cept in rare instances, he said, ‘‘we 
have found some practical elements 
that are not fully developed when 
the proposals are submitted and 
that the plans as carried out have 
not operated just as was contem- 
plated, and the transactions as out- 
lined to the department in advance, 
seemingly innocuous, have in prac- 
tice worked in apparent violation 
of the antitrust laws.”

Mill Town Has Luxuries, But Its 
$13-a-Week Workers Can’t Use Them 


Oh! And there is one other 
public place, but it is only part- 
ly provided by the company. 
That is the U. S. Government 
Postoffice, at the rear of the 
company store. In most parts 
of these United States it would 
be assumed that a _ postoffice 
was a “United States Govern- 
ment Postoffice.” But that Is 
not true in Marion. During the 
first strike the State militia, 
which came in to keep peace, 
forbade the strikers to go to 
the postoffice for their mail, or 
for any other reason. 


In my innocent days I was 
told that the United States 
Government is supreme in the 
United States of America. But 
I have learned a great deal in 
my few days in Marion, in the 
fair State of North Carolina. I 
have tearned that the militia 
under the orders of the same 


Governor, Max Gardner, who 
has done nothing about the re- 
port of the labor leaders, has 
such power that it can close 
the office of the mail depart- 
ment of the United States Gov- 
ernor to citizens of the United 
States. 

There was a time in the days 
of Jefferson when this would 
have been regarded as an act 
of rebellion. and of treason. But 
those days have gone now in 
this age of efficiency. 

And was this matter taken 
up with the Government at 
Washington? It was! And 
did the Government at Wash- 
ington do anything about it? 
It did not! 

Militia Keeping Mill Open. 

I want it to be clearly un- 
derstood that the militia in 
Marion now, at the moment at 
which € am writing this ar- 
ticle, is not made up of the 
same troops who were sent to 
Marion in the previous strike 
in July. They are a very dif- 
ferent and very much more 
reasonable group. Perhaps 
Gov. Gardner ts learning some- 
thing, without even going to 
live in one of the mill cottages. 
I have never met more charm- 
ing fellows than Maj. Copeland, 
the commander, Capt. Carroll, 
Lieut. Williams, and the other 
officers now present. 


The former force of militia 
turned Marion into a concen- 
tration camp. They’ stopped 
every motor car that came 
through the main street of 
East Marion: they searched 
strikers and took away from 
them such dangerous weapons 
as pocket knives with blades 
one inch long. 

The present forces are treat- 
ing the mill owners and strik- 
ers alike with courtesy. They 
are guarding the house of 
Sheriff Adkins but they are 
also guarding the house of Wil- 
liam Ross, the chief labor lead- 
er, who has been threatened 
with dynamiting. 

They are keeping the mill 
open—and is there anything 
more necessary?

person violating any of the terms 
of this proviso shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than 
$1000 or imprisonment for not less 
than six months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment as_ the 
Court may determine.”

The verdict of the jury that he 
was guilty of oribery in accepting

closely by the motion for a new 
trial, advancing 30 reasons which 
defense counsel regarded as justi- 
fying such an action. 


“Went Beyond Authority.” 


The motion made numerous 
charges of error on the part of 
Justice William Hitz, asserting he 
went beyond his authority in his 
instructions to the jury by “im- 
properly and unlawfully” arguing 
the case and “in effect directing, 
coercing, influencing and _ driving 
the jury on questions of fact which 
were solely and exclusively within 
the jury’s function to decide.” 

In addition, Fall's counsel 
charged the Court erred in admit- 
ting evidence of the transaction by 
which Fall leased Teapot Dome 
Naval Oil] Reserve to Harry F. Sin- 
clair and also in commenting on 
that evidence in its charge. 

Taking up the-section of Justice 
Hitz's charge dealing with a 
recommendation for mercy, which 
subsequently was attached to the 
verdict, the motion asserted that 
it constituted an “unwarranted and 
improper invitation to the jury to 
convict, and the suggestion that by 
so doing they might, by attaching 
a recommendation to mercy, not 
do the defendant any grievous 
harm.” 

Charge Termed Argumentative. 

Summarizing its argument, the 
motion said the Court's general 
charge to the jury was unlawful in 
that “it was argumentative” and of 
such a nature that the statements 
it contained could have been made 
by Government counsel but “not 
properly and lawfully’”’ by the pre- 
siding Justice. 

The charge, the motion contin- 
ued, “was in substance and effect 
a manifest and obvious indication 
and direction that the jury should 
return a verdict of guilty coupled 
with a recommendation of mercy 
and the verdict returned resulted, 
not from the evidence, but from 
that indication and substantial di- 
rection,”

be argued before Justice Hitz next 
Friday.

BANKER ADMITS STEALING 
$100,000 OF SCHOOL FUNDS 


John H, Thornburn, Urbana, IIL, 
Missing After Bank Closed, 
Surrenders. 

URBANA, IIl., Oct. 26.—John H. 
Thornburn, 51 years old, president 
of the Urbana Banking Co., gave 
himself up to authorities here yes- 
terday after having been missing a 
week, and confessed the embezzle- 
ment of $100,000 from his bank, 
which was closed by the _ State 
Auditor last Monday because of 
frozen assets. 

The banker, who had been a 
leader in Urbana civic affairs and 
the head of a family, refused to di- 
vulge what he had done, with the 
money or why he had taken it. He 
said the $100,000 he misappropri- 
ated was a part of $120,000 his 
bank held in the account of the 
Urbana Board of Education. 

Thornburn said he had no ex- 
cuses to offer and was ready to 
pay the penalty. He said all he 
wanted now was to get to prison 
as quickly as possible, adding that 
he would not retain a lawyer or 
seek freedom on bonds. 

Thornburn will be held in fail 
pending a bank investigation and 
action of a special grand jury. 
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he summarized it and read the 
conclusion, to the effect that under 
any franchise the city might grant, 
regardless of the amendatory act 
of 1925, the State Public Service 
Commission still would have full 
and complete contro! over valua- 
tion, fares and service. 

Muench Explains City’s Powers. 

Chairman Russell asked if muni- 
cipaj ownership was not the only 
means by which the city could have 
that control. Muench said yes, and 
added that under the existing laws 
he doubted if the city would have 
it under municipal ownership be- 
cause the only utilities excepted 
from the Public Service Commis- 
sion jurisdiction are the municipal- 
ly owned waterworks and bus com- 
panies operating wholly within an 
incporated city. 

Neun asked Muench if it were 
not true the city could regain con- 
tro! over the street raWways by 
withholding a franchise ang] allow- 
ing it to operate under a day-to- 
day permit after its franchises 
in consideration of 
which the company would agree 
not to appeal to the Public Service 
Commissfon, but would deal exclu- 
sively with the city on matters of 
valuation, fares and service. 
Muench said under the law the 
Public Service Commission still 
would have jurisdiction if it cared 
to exercise it, but he agreed with 
Neun that in practice the city’s re- 
course to enforce its control would 
be its power to revoke the permit. 

Before offering his resolution 
against further consideration of a 
franchise Kuhs read a prepared 
statement in which he reviewed the 
ordinance creating the Survey 
Commission and recited that most 
of its time for the 15 months of 
its existence had been devoted to 
the franchise question. 

“The point is,” he said, “that it 
is not the function of this commis- 
sion to enter upon the question of 
whether o rnot the Board of Alder- 
men should grant to the present 
company a renewal of its franchise, 
or what the terms of this new 
franchise should be. That is a 
matter which the Board of Alder- 
men will be competent to handle 
at the proper time, especially if this 
commission will maketthe compre- 
hensive survey and study of trans- 
portation and traffic conditions 
which the ordinance under which 
we are acting calls for. 

“T have given the subject of the 
granting of a franchise for the 
operation of street railways in St. 
Louis some study, and have also 
solicited opinions from unbiased 
individuals who are keenly inter- 
ested in seeing our city advance in 
transportation facilities and rapid 
transit, and’?I have inquired of 
business and professional men their 
opinion on the subject, viewed from 
the standpoint of the welfare of 
our community. The expressions 
so obtained have confirmed my 
own judgment that a franchise to 
this public utility at this time is 
not for the best interests of our 
city.” 

He then summarized his reasons 
for opposing further consideration 
of a franchise, one of which was 
that it was not within the scope 
of the purposes for which the com- 
mission was created. Another was 
that he present franchise has nine 
or more years to run and under it 
the company can make any im- 
provements it could make under a 
new franchise. 

‘The power of the city to enforce 
franchise obligations,” he said, “has 
been largely if not entirely taken 
away by the State law creating the 
State Public Service Commission. 
Unless and until the full control 
over these matters relating to local 
public utilities is restored to the 
city, I am unalterably opposed to 
the granting by the city of fran- 
chises for public utilities.” 

Kuhs then offered the following 
resolution: 

“Resolved that this Commission 
discontinue the consideration of 
the question of the granting of a 
franchise for the operation of 
street railways in the streets of St.

Tubercular 
children are not admitted. 

Tubercular Children RHRejected. 

The committee recommended 
that the Board of Education take 
over the feeding of poor children. 
It declared that unquestionably the 


word tuberculosis in the society's 
name, although the society is a 
preventive agency, has spread the 
erroneous belief that the schools 
are for tubercular children, creat- 
ing an adverse public feeling. It 
was recommended further that the 
schools be known hereafter as St. 
Louis public health centers, not 
open air schools. , 

It had been planned to conduct 
the open air schools with windows 
always wide open. Pupils and 
teachers objected to the excess of 
cold air and the practice was aban- 
doned. About two years ago the 
Tuberculosis and Health Society 
pointed out that its by-laws forbade 
providing meals unless the win- 
dows were opened, and the Board 
of Education began consideration 
of the problem. John C. Tobin, a 
member of the board and president 
of the society, said yesterday that 
the society could not continue to 
ignore its by-laws indefinitely. He 
declared that authorities said open 
windows are better than washed 
air. 

The board adopted a proposal 
by Howard G. Cook to resume 
opening of the windows as much 
as practicable until a final solution 
is reached. The Superintendent 
and Building Commissioner are to 
settle whether teachers or janitors 
shall be the arbiters about open- 
ing the windows. 

Meals for Children. 

Richard Murphy, a board mem- 
ber, said the board had no right 
under the law to furnish meals. 
Homer Hall, former president, and 
other representatives of the Tuber- 
culosis and Health Society ap- 
peared before the board to urge 
the open-window policy. They of- 
fered no objection to being relieved 
of furnishing meals. Hall quoted 
figures showing that children in 
the Turner Schoo! gained more 
weight with natural air than they 
had since the use of washed air 
was adopted two years ago. 

Protests were submitted to the 
board from patrons of the Crow 
(Negro) S-hool, Channing and Bell 
avenues, against a recent proposa! 
to transfer the 934 pupils, including 
430 who are under 8 years oid, 
to the Divol! School, Glasgow ave- 
nue and Dayton street. They ob- 
jected to the sudde ness of the ac- 
tion, the Ineonvenience to many pu- 
pils and the danger some would 
encounter in crossing busy streets.

Speakers Predict 
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a Future 


For Paducah, Ky., Where Three 
Important Waterways Meet 


Cruise Ends 


Further Improvements of the Ténnessee and 
Cumberland Proposed—Ohio Dedicatory 


at Cairo, Il.

CAIRO, Ill, Oct. 26.— The 


steamer Cincinnati paused yester- 
day on the way to the final cele- 


bration at Cairo of the opening of 
the Ohio River to the sea at a 
quaint and typical river town with 
possibilities that are likely to mean 
much to St. Louis. 

The town whose rivers may make 
it a bustling city is Paducah, Ky. 
Just above Paducah the Tennes- 
see and Cumberland join, to flow 
into the Ohio at the town. 

Besides the Cincinnati at Pa- 
ducah lay a showboat. Steamboat 
whistles sounded. A calliope 
blared on a packet. drawn up on 
the ways and newly painted white. 
At the foot of the levee was an old 
wharfboat, and above it the cobble- 
stone pavement stretched away to 
the typical red brick buildings of 
a waterfront street. 

A Different Scene. 

Students of waterways on the 
Cincinnati foresaw a quite differ- 
ent scene for Paducah, for the 
town is situated at a crossing of 
river ways much as is St. Louis 
Donald Wright, editor of the Wa- 
terways Journal, told the people of 
Paducah, gathered on the levee, of 
the importance of municipal] termi- 
nals to handle freight in the mod- 
ern style. James E. Smith, St. 
Louis, spoke of the possibilities of 
improving the Tennessee and the 
Cumberland. Both pictured a 
crowded and busy rail and water 
terminal to receive great tows car- 
rying valuable cargoes. 

It would mean much to Paducah 
‘and the cheap coal and iron ore 
which it would make available, 
through inexpensive water ‘ trans- 
portation, might mean scarcely less 
to St. Louis in its prospects for be- 
coming a great steel center. 

Both rivers now have six-foot 
channels, comparable to the narrow 
gauge connections with the nine- 
foot channels in the Ohio and 
lower Mississippi. Building of 
nine-foot channels in both is con- 
sidered fcasible. 

Resources of the Tennessee. 

The Tennessee is called the rich- 
est river in natural resources in 
this country. Its almost untouched 
stores of wealth include iron, coa! 
zinc, phosphate ruck, marblje and 
enormous hardwood forests. It 
is navigable now only to Florence. 
Ala. Locks in the, Wilson Dam 
and the building of one new dam 
above would extend the channel to 


Chattanooga, Moderate engineer. 
ing works would carry it 200 
miles farther to Knoxville. 

The Cumberland has a naviga- 
ble channel to Nashville which it 
is considered feasible to extend to 
Burnside, Ky., in the center of a 
huge field of an excellent grade 
of soft coal. ‘ 

Appropriation of funds by Con- 
gress for this work is thought un- 
necessary. It is estimated that the 
sale of water power potential in 
the dams would pay for them. 
Sites have been pointed out for 2” 
dams on the two rivers, which 
would provide adequate channels 
and at the same time develop val- 
uable water power. 


Support of Hoover Program. 

Prospects for extension of such 
channels from the trunk lines, the 
Ohio and Lower Mississippi, were 
considered excellent following 
President Hoover's address at 
Louisville. Support of his specific 
program was pledged in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association as the 
Cincinnati neared Cairo. 

The association stressed “in the 
strongest manner” the necessity of 
building modern and adeqi@ate ter- 
minals by the river cities. It urged 
that the protection of navigable 
channels be considered first in the 
impounding of water for power 
purposes, and on similar grounds 
that bridges should be built high, 
with piers wide apart. It is com- 
mon knowledge that commerce on 
the New York barge canal was 
choked off by low bridges. 


Dedication of Dam. 

Schools in two towns were closed 
and hundreds of persons gathered 
for the dedication of Dam No. £3. 
16 miles above Cairo, completion 
of which last August opened the 
Ohio to the sea. Bands played. 
flags and streamers fluttered on the 
lock and On half a dozen crowded 
steam boats. 

The ceremony was presided over 
by Capt. Oscar F. Barrett. Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Valley Improve- 
ment Association, he occupies a 
position of long leadership that 
everywhere attracts something ap- 
proaching veneration. 

The Cincinnati and the. Greater 
Pittsburg steamed past Cairo har- 
bor, where waited the last shriek- 
ing whistles and cheering hun- 
dreds, to the mouth of the Ohtio. 
Meetings for men at the Halliday 
Hotel and for women at the Busi- 
ness Women’s Club ended the 
week’s celebration.

Restraining Order Obtained 
by Widow of Electric 
Rabbit Inventor Served 
by U. S. Officer. 


Legal action invoiving the right 
to employ a new development in 
electric rabbits was the formal 
stumbling block in the scheduled 
opening of the Mississippi Valley 


Kennel Club, latest St. Louis dis- 
trict dog racing plant, at Cahokia 
last night, although Sheriff Ahrens 
of St. Clair County and 15 deputies 
were on hand with a blanket gam- 
bling warrant. which they would 
have served following the running 
of the first race. 

A temporary restraining order 
issued by Federal Judge Wham at 
Cairo yesterday on complaint of 
Mrs. Hannah Smith, widow of 
Owen P. Smith, inventor of an 
electric rabbit used in luring dogs 
to bursts of speed, prevented the 
opening. A crowd estimated at 6000 
persons was on hand and some bet- 
ting certificates had been sold 
when Deputy United States Mar- 
shal R. O. Shepherd of East St. 
Louis served the track electrician 
with a copy of the restraining or- 
der, which alleges infringement of 
Smith's patent. The track manage- 
ment had stated that it developed 
its own mechanical bunny. but 
Mrs. Smith alleged in her petition 
for a restraining order that the 
principles of her late husband's in- 
vention were tmbodied in the de- 
vice installed at the new track. 

The restraining order is return- 
able in Federal Court next Tuesday 
and the track must remain closed 
until that time. 

Operators of the track, having 
failed in an effort to have Sheriff 
Ahrens and Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Lindauer restrained from in- 
terfering with their operations, had 
apparently resigned themselves to 
arrest in order to open the plant, 
which they declared represents an 
investment of $139,000. . Lindauer 
was waiting in East St. Louis ready 
to issue information against the 
prisoners as Sheriff Ahrens brought 
them in. A blanket warrant charg- 
ing operation of a gambling device 
was to be served on track execu- 
tives as soon as a race was com- 
pleted. 

The Federal Court order changed 
the proceedings, and Sheriff 
Ahrens and his deputies drove 
back to Belleville, after an an- 
nouncement was made to the 
crowd that admissions and certifi- 
cate investments would be refund- 
ed and that there would be no rac- 
ing, at least until after next Tues- 
day. 

Mrs. Smith's petition states that 
her husband’s patent rights have 
been sustained by three United 
States District Courts and the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, one case 
being against the Ramona Kennel 
Club, which operated for a short 
time in St. Louis County. The 
rabbit installed at the Mississippi 
Valley Kennel Club is similar to a 
device against which a permanent 
injunction was issued in favor of 
Mrs. Smith in a previous case, the 
petition states. The temporary re- 
straining order was directed against 
James C. Gorman, president, and 
John Skara and J. R. Benson, 
stockholders of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Kennel Club.

The Autocracy of Wall Street 


When a large, rich city like St. Louis suffers ill effects of giant mergers it is 
time for smaller centers to consider seriously their own interests, says Omaha 
World-Herald; cow drawn by old-time cartoonist as fed in West and milked in 
East now pastures all over country; similar trend in the political world is feared. 


From the Omaha 


HEN so large and rich a city gm 
Louis admits that it is suffering f 


the ili effects of\“the giant mergers of 
our time” the hundreds of les8S important 
centers of commerce, finance and industry 
may well begin seriously to consider their 
own interests and their own future. Dis- 
cussing “the rapidity with which industry 
ail over the United States is falling into the 
clutches of Wal! Street,” the St. Louls Post- 
Dispatch savs: 

“Thousands of concerns which formerly 
belonged to communities other than New 
York, and whose home offices were in their 
respective cities and towns, have become 
branches of giant mergers having their 
homes in New York. This has been going 
on in St. Louis to such an extent that it 
has made an actua!] difference in the city.” 


It used to be a favorite device of Demo- 
cratic cartoonists, in the old days when 
there was intelligent discussion of and in- 
terest in the tariff question, to picture a 
cow that was fed in the West and milked 
in the East. The size of that cow has been 
multiplied many times over since that 
time, and its feeding range has been ex- 
tended to take in thé entire country. It 
was formerly merely a tariff cow, that was 
milked by thousands of independent man- 
ufacturing concerns, most of them relative- 
ly small. It has grown to be a gigantic 
big business. cow that overshadows every 
section and nearly every industry. And it is 
subject to the control, not of its hundreds 
of thousands of stockholders, but of the 
few very clever and competent financiers 
who perfect and manage the mergers and 
skim for themselves the cream off the 
stockholders’ milk. 

It is no longer just an industria] cow; it 
is also a commercial and banking cow. It 
is feeding off the rich field of retail trade, 
in the small and remote communities the 
Same as in the large ones, making rapidly 
more difficult and precarious the enter- 
prise Of the independent business man. And 
it is planning to take over contro] of the 
banking system of the Republic. In Detroit 
two groups now include practically every

financial institution of the city. 

The world has never known such a move- 
ment for the concentration of economic 
power in a very limited group as is now 
under way in the United States and, to as 
yet a lesser extent, in Europe. And there 
are signs the cow may grow so large as to 
reach across the Atlantic. Already there 
are European carteis, like the match in- 
dustry, with Dranches tn the United States. 
and our own great industrial organizations 
are not only developing and exploiting Eu- 
ropean resources and markets but are en- 
tering into ailiances with kindred groups 
over there to facilitate the milking opera- 
tion. 

If autocracy comes at last to be supreme, 
all-powerful, in the industrial and econom- 
ic world, can democracy still persist in the 
political world? Can the power that con- 
trols industry and commerce and finance, 
that provides employment, that dominates 
the avenues of enterprise, be challenged 
Or swerved from its course Dy the wunor- 
ganized millions dependent upon it for their 
livelihoods and their opportunities? Thrice, 
since Woodrow Wlison's second election, 
the challenge has been attempted. Thrice 
the result has been overwhelming defeat, 
and Andrew Mellon, iegate of the financial 
and industrial autocracy, remains wundis- 
turbed in his capacity as supervisor and 
overseer of the Government at Washington. 
The Clayton act and the Sherman law are 
unenforced while Wall Street, with its 
monopolies and mergers and trusts and 
chains and combinations and holding com- 
panies, sucks independent enterprises, by 
the dozens, the hundreds, the thousands, 
into its insatiable maw. 


Tt has made “an actual difference” in 
St. Louis, the Post-Dispatch reports. It is 
making an actual difference everywhere. 
And yet a movement is well under way in 
Nebraska to replace Senator Norris at 
Washington with a more stalwart Republic- 
an. The Senator's offense is that he is 
one of the baker’s dozen of Republicans re- 
maining tn Congress who, refusing to be 
yes men to Meiljon, still fight for democracy.

GIVEN 10 GRANITE CITY 


Memorial to Town’s Founder 
Presented by L. W. Baldwin 
in New City Hall. 


Farm lands of 25 years ago were 
transformed into an industrial dis- 
trict in which thousands of citizens 
reside and prosper, labor and 
achieve happiness because of the 
ability, vision and courage of the 


late George W. Niedringhaus, L. W. 
Baldwin, president of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad said yesterday in 
presenting a bronze tablet, a me- 
morial, to Mr. Niedringhaus, to 
Granite City. the town he founded. 

Steel workers, capitalists. labor- 
ers, city officials and others crowd- 
ed into the rotunda of:-the new 
city hall to attend the presentation 
exercises. The wall below the tab- 
let was banked with floral tributes 
from friends of the late steel man- 
ufacturer. 

Characterizing Mr. Niedringhaus 
as one of the most prominent citi- 
zens of the St. Louis district, Bald- 
win said:

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HOOVER DECLARES 
BUSINESS IS ON 
A SOUND BASIS 


Points to High Level of 
Production and Consump- 
tion, Without Increase of 
Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—In 
spite of the week's ruinous decline 
in security prices, President Hoo- 
ver is convinced that the general 
condition of American business is 
strong and sound. 

The collapse of the stock market 
led newspaper men to question him 
yesterday on his opinion of the sit- 
uation and he replied with a high- 
ly optimistic statement. 

The production and distribution 
of commodities, which he termed 


the fundamental business of the 
country, he deciared to be upon a 
“sound and prosperous basis.” 18 
the best evidence of the truth of 
this assertion, the President said 
that although production and con- 
sumption are at high levels, the 
average prices of commodities have 
not increased. 

The President made no direct 
comment on the stock exchange 
situation, but alluded to it in speak- 
ing of the drop in grain prices 
“sympathetically with stock ex- 
change prices.” 

President Hoover's 
follows: ° 

“The fundamental business of the 
country. that is, the production and 
distribution of commodities, is on 
a sound and progressive basis. The 
best evidence is that aithough pro- 
duction and consumption are at 
high levels, the average prices of 
cémmodities as a whole have not 
increased and there have been no 
appreciable increases in the stocks 
of manufactured goods. Moreover, 
there has been a tendency of wages 
to increase and the output per 
worker in many industries again 
shows an increase, all of which in- 
dicates a healthy condition. 

“The construction and building 
industries have been to some extent 
affected by the high interest rates 
induced by stock speculation and 
there has been some seasonal de- 
crease in one or two other indus- 
tries, but these movements are of 
secondary character when consid- 
ered in the whole situation. 

“A temporary drop in grain 
prices sympathetically with stock 
exchange prices usually happens, 
but as the Department of Agricul- 
ture points out, the overriding fact 
in grain is that this year’s world 
wheat harvest is estimated to be 
500,000,000 bushels less than that 
of last year, which will result in a 
very low carry-over at the end of 
the harvest year.” 

Another index of the Govern- 
ment’s belief in the firm position 
of business was given fm the survey 
of general business and financial 
conditions for September and Oc- 
tober issued yesterday by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 

While industrial activity in- 
creased iess in September than is 
usual at this season of the year. 
the Reserve Board reported pro- 
duction was above the level of last 
year and for the third quarter of 
this year was 10 per cent above 
the correspomfling period in 1928. 
For the first half of October the 
survey showed a reduction in steel, 
plant operations, but increases in 
bituminous coal and petroleum 
production. For the agricultural! 
situation the board reported a larg- 
er cotton crop, but smaller corn 
and wheat crops than last year.

He was asked, as he sets forth in 
his opinion, to state whether the 
proposed franchise would give the 
city the right to regulate service, to 
control valuation and fares.

If the Legisiavwre 
had intended to confer home rile 
in these cases, it would undov ot- 
edly have expressly excepted secrv- 
ice-at-cost operations from the cor- 
trol of the commission, as it has 
excepted municipal waterworxs and 
motorbus companies operating en- 
tirely within the ilmits of the city. 


“Under the decisions quoted 
from, a service-at-cost franchise, 
entered into under the provisions 
of the act of 1925, cannot, in my 
opinion, even if approved by the 
cummission, bind the company to 
rates of fare and a valuation which, 
although reasonable at the time, 
may in future cease to be suffi- 
cient to yield a fair return on the 
then fair value of the property. 
Evidently, the provision in the act 
for ‘such orders from time to time 
as it may deem necessary to ef- 
fectuate the same,’ was inserted to 
give the commission authority to 
meet just such a situation. 


“If controversies should arise 
under a service-at-cost franchise 
as to the elements specified in the 
act, namely ‘rates’ dependent upon 
‘excess of revenue’ after deductions 
for ‘oprating expenses, ‘mainte- 
nance,’ ‘taxes,” allowances for ‘re- 
newals and replacement, and a 
‘return’ on the ‘value of the prop- 
erty,’ it would certainly be neces- 
sary to decide such controversies in 
order to effectuate the agreement. 
These decisions, by express provi- 
sion of the act, are to be made by 
the commission through the issu- 
ance of ‘such orders from time to 
time as it may deem necessary.’ 


“This is exactly the situation ex- 
isting under the present Public 
Service Commission act. A street 
railway may now complain t6 the 
commission ‘hat its present rates 
of fare are insufficient to pay all 
its legitimate operating expenses. 
including maintenance, taxes and 
allowances for renewals and re- 
placements, and in additionaa fair 
return at this time upon. the fair 
present value of its property. In 
order to effectuate a service-at- 
cost franchise, and compel a street 
railway to continue to serve the 
public, the commission would like- 
wise have to pass upon and allow 
reasonable rates and a fair return 
upon present fair value, for it is 
clear that the service-at-cost act 
contemplates the rendition of a 
public service.” 


He goes on to say that the serv- 
ice-at-cost act does not provide for 
construction of additions, exten- 
sions, schedules, issuance of secur- 
ities, accounting practices and 
other matters of management and 
regulation. “Nor can it reasonably 
be inferred.” he says, “that home 
rule is conferred in respect to thse 
matters.”

British Prime Minister Expects 
to Arrive at Liverpool 
Next Thursday.

QUEBEC, Can., Oct. 26.—Ram- 
say MacDonald, Britain’s Prime 
Minister, and his daughter Ishbel.

SOUGHT TO STOP) 
AURORA RACING 


By the Assoviated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Seeking to 
stop horse racing in Illinois, a peti- 
tlun for an injunction against the 
Exposition Park Jockey Club has 
been prepared for filing in the Cir- 
cuit Coyrt at Geneva, TL, today, on 
behaif of August J. Reding, Aurora, 
fll, .werchant. 

The constitwutionality of the bill 
which permits horse racing and 
betting in the Btate is challenged in 
the petition, which was prepared 
by Attorneys Charles M. Hurwits 
John H. Johntry and Ben Copple. 

The attorneys said the petition 
for a temporary injunction would 
be filed today before Judge New- 
halj of Kane County. 

The petition recites that Reding is 
a taxpayer of Kane County and al- 


leges the bill, which legalized rac- 
ing in Lilinois, is in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution which “prohibits 
discrimination and class legislation 
denying equal protection of the 
lav’s; that it violates that part of 
the Illinois constitution which pro- 
hibits the Illinois Central Assembly 
from granting to any corporation, 
association or individual, any spe- 
cial ot exclusive privilege, im- 
munity or fra..chise whatever.” 

The petition also claims the rac- 
ing statute violated the section 
which says the Assembly shali have 
“no power to authorize lotteries, or 
gift enterprises or tickets in this 
State.” 

The petition also alleges that, 
“because the said statute permit- 
ting parimutuel or certificate form 
of betting 1s unconstitutional and 
void, the deféndant. through offi- 
cers and licensees, 1s guilty of keep- 
ing a common gambling house and 
maintaining a nuisance to the great 
injury and damage to the people 
of Kane County. 

Money which might ordinarily be 
spent in trading in Kane County. 
the bill recites, is gambied on the 
races, and because of the “touts, 
gambiers and other hangers on.” 
the bill claims “the decent element 
of Aurora hesitates to go out at 
night for fear of being deprived of 
life and property.” 

Depreciation of property values 
is also alleged in the bill because 
of the alleged condition. The pe- 
titioner alleges he suffered injury 
to his business because of money 
being gambled at the track. 

Exposition Park has races sched- 
uled up to and including Nov. 1. 
Other tracks in I[llinots are: Haw- 
thorne, Arlington, Lincoln Fic Is, 
and Washington Park, all in the 
Chicago area, and Fairmount near 
East St. Louis. 

Cliff Trimble, general manager 
of Exposition Park, said the meet- 
ing would be continued at the Ex- 
pogition plant as scheduled, pend- 
ing settlement of the litigation.
